Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18-26, 38-48 are allowed over the prior art of record for the reasons as set forth in 
the BPAI decision on 1/12/201 1. 

Examiner notes that Huber US 7,237,261 as cited in the IDS, states that port "920x" may 
be used. However based on context, WAP ports "920x" refer to the range 9200 to 9207 (Column 
3 lines 20-30). 

Examiner notes that Stewart US 6,571,221 as cited in the IDS, states that a mobile unit 
may send location and GPS information, and that ports 9278-9280 deal with GPS information 
(Column 5 lines 40-45). However it is unclear if Stewart employs those ports or those GPS 
systems. 

Examiner cites http://www.neiworksorceJ7xomyenp/prolxK'ol/ip/ports09000.htm as a 
source for definition of Ports 9000 to 9999.
